A 
VIEW OF STOW CLOVE. 


THE HOTTE TO 
A 
DELIOHTFt’I. REPORT. 
(Correspondence of the Evening Poet.) 


Sto st C lote, June 7, 1872. 
Among tho many picturesque retreat* wliioti 
aliouod within til** ihadowa of tho Catskill 
Mountain* none itossessea greater interest to 
the tourist mid lover of nature than the well­ 
known Stony Clove, which lion to the south­ 
west of the main |*eakg of the range, and very 
near to tin* division line between the counties 
of Ulster and Cree in*. 
This whole region, 
which until the ow ning of the Rom lout ami 
Oswego Railroad was uhnoet inaccessible to 
the tourist except by tin* slow-going stage 
cooch, aliounds iii picturesque Honks as yet in 
astute of nature aud ulmost wholly unex­ 
plored. 


HOW To REACH THE CLOVE. 
To reach the Clove is one of tin* most de­ 
lightful trips out of New York. 
It includes a 
sail up the Hudson by steamer which leaves 
the f«tot of Harrison street every afternoon ut 
4 o’clock, thus giving tim pleasure-seeker a 
view by daylight of its most interesting scen­ 
ery, including the Palisades, Anthony's Nose, 
Punderberg. Rail Hill, Sugar-loaf Mount tin, 
Undercut, Crow’s Nest, and oilier points of 
romantic story. 
The steamers reach Rondout 
early in the evening, and one can remain on 
the boat until morning aud take the cars at 
the wharf after an early breakfast on board. 
From Rondout to Phoenicia, at the entrance 
to the Clove, the grade is decidedly heavy, and 
the sensation of making a mountain ascent by 
n il is very novel, particularly st the start or 
until Kingston is reached. 
Here for a few 
miles the route lies through the beautiful flats 
bordering tile Esopus creek, after which the 
valley narrows again aud Isold mountain forms 
rise up on either hand. 
On the north are Hie 
peaks of the Catskills, the celebrated “Over­ 
look" apparently rising altove the neighlsiriug 
heights, and its solitary hotel glistening in the 
sunshine. 
Far to the south is the Shawan­ 
gunk range, and the break in the mountain 
which forum the basil! of Luke Molionk is 
plainly seen. 


A KSHORT OF THE ARTISTS. 
The scenery in the valley of the E.«opus is 
well knowu and appreciated by our painters. 
At Hurley, as we go up the valley, on our left 
are the footprints of Durand, lunes*, Van Kl 
ten, Ryder, Church aud others; aud on Hie 
right, at Shokan, Whittredge has immortalized 
many of the most ix-autifu! views. 
It was 
bere that be obtain**! his beautiful subject, 
“The A-Shokan Woods," which was exhibited 
at the Century Club last w inter. 
To diversify the scenery along the valley 
immense stone quarries appear in almost every 
direction, and the old-time turnpike is yet 
lively with numerous teams drawing the pro­ 
ducts of these Ulster “gold" mines bi the dif­ 
ferent railroad stations. 
It Is lien* that the 
flue flagging which forum most of our city side­ 
walks is obtaiued. 
Phoenicia, at the entrance of the Chive, is a 
very small hamlet composed of several stores, 
but as yet without church or meeting house. 
The entrance to the Clove possesses many pic­ 
turesque features, aud its interest is maintain­ 
ed at every turn. 
Mountains rising from tin* 
level of the valley to a height of from twelve 
hundred to fifteen hundred teet overhang it 
njion either side, and at uo point is then* a 
width in the intervening valley of more than 
eighty rods. 
During Hie w inter a stage runs 
through the Clove twice a week, but in sum­ 
mer the trips are made daily. 
About half­ 
way up the valley, at the hospitable house of 
Mr. Edward Lane, and at its most picturesque 
point, is a favorite resort of several of our 
leading artists, who have for years past mono­ 
polized the quiet seclusion of this delightful 
mountain retreat. 
Here McEntee has studied 
yearly, and at times Whittredge, Eastman, 
Johnson, Williamson and other painters have 
been inspired with themes of surpassing inter­ 
est. 
Indeed, iu this romantic section of the 
Catskills, in places almost inaccessible to the 
w lodmau, the footsteps of these indefatigable 
artists can be traced from the valley to the 
mountain top. 


Ab we stand in this pleasant trysting-place 
of artists, the mountains appear to be undis­ 
turbed by the woodman’s axe, so luxuriant is 
Hie vend tire with which they are clothed to 
their amanita, and only the busy hum of the 
■armill in front of us recalls to mind that we 
are in the heart of a civilized country. 
Thi* was o r c s a noted place for trout fishing. 
Every water-courae is a natural trout stream, 
but to-day, alas I these streams are almost 
emptied of their speckled beauties. 
To the 
tourist who is satisfied with a moderate catch 
of trout the Clove still has attractions, for the 


(1.-1) are there and ready to take the fly. 
One 
great feature of tho region, which will always 
make it a favorite resort, is its pure and in­ 
vigorating atmosphere and its cold Spring­ 
water, which needs no ice to make it pala­ 
table. 
Later in the season the partridge and 
grouse abound on tile mountain sides, and 
the more enthusiastic hunters, by following ai 
some of the wild ravines, may capture an occa 
siotal bear, although bears have never been 
seen In the Valley. 
The temperature in sum 
mer is saki to bt; very even, the thermometer 
rarely ri-ing above eighty degrees. 


DESTRUCTION OF THE FORESTS. 
Two miles below Mr. Lane's place, 
or 
“Lanesville,” as it is now called, is a large 
chair manufactory, and the inhabitants of the 
Clove tire ut present mainly occupied in get­ 
ting out lumber for that establishment. 
Lum­ 
bering, however, will never assume any great 
importance as un Industry here, for the forests 
hare long silica been fuirly “skinned'' by the 
improvidence of Hie tau liers. 
Their refuse 
logs, after being stripped of hark, were suf­ 
fered to rot upon the mountain, and the debris 
furnishes ready food for the annual fires which 
have caused so much destruction of the valua­ 
ble Umber which wits left. 
During the present 
seasoii the mountain on the west side of the 
Clove was entirely burned over, from Phirnicia 
to tbs “Hollow-tm* Branch,” a section up­ 
wards of six miles in extent. 
Mr. Lane him­ 
self had nine hundred acres of valuable Dal­ 
lier burned over. 
That Hie tanners as a class 
have not been greatly benefitted by their 
ruthless destruction of the forests of Ulster 
and Greene counties is shown by the fact that, 
with u very few exceptions, they have not at­ 
tained greut wealth. 
The old residents assert 
that the Umber destroyed by any one of these 
great timbers, if left standing to this day, 
would make the whole community wealthy. 
Tho prolific hardwood growth ujsin the 
mountains, soon covers up all truces of fire. 
The heights ob the west, which hut a few 
weeks ago preseated a scene of deflation, 
are tu-duj, under the iuvigoratingVtlect of re­ 
cent ruins, again clothed in a muss of the 
moat luxuriant verdure. 
A singular aud peculiarly interesting fea­ 
ture in this regiou of mountains and forest 
streams is tiiat there are no mosquitoes or 
biting insects which tend to make so many 
popular resorts anything but pleasant places 
of si KH ie. 
Touri-ti who desire to make this trip by 
daylight eau luke either the Hudson River 
Railroad or Albany boots, land al Rhinebeck, 
aud from there, going by ferry across Hie river 
to Koudout, take the cars up the va’ley tho 
same afteruooa. 
Either way the ti iii is de- 
liglitttil, and will lie appreciated by all who 
mat Ik* so fortunate a-, to undertake it.

TREATY OF WASHINGTON. 
W a.* HIN (Tit) x, June 21. 
From the latest rellahie information received 
here, there is no reason to believe as stated in 
a recent Genera telegram, that tbe supplemen­ 
tary’articles to the Jreaty of Washington is 
being negotiated upon a totally new basis from 
the ones submitted by Earl Granville. On the 
contrary, there is truth in the alligation in 
some qnarters that at the next meeting of ar­ 
bitrators the announcement will be made that 
the question of indirect damages is settled. 
There is the best reason f »r believing that at 
their brief session on the 19th, the arbitrators 
derided that such claims cannot properly 
come before them. and they must therefore 
be excluded. On this announcement lieing 
formally made on the 26th. it is not appre­ 
hended there will be any farther difficulty in 
proceeding with the business under tlte treaty. 
From the commencement, of the controversy 
ever since the American .-»tateaieat if the case 
was submitted to tbe tribunal, the British have 
con ton-led that none but direct claims were 
known as Alabama claims, and that the in­ 
direct loss** were mentioned by th*- American 
High Commissioners, not as claims, but as 
grievance*,

Our government on the other hand has always 
contended that their claims were within the 
province of toe tribunal and it therefore adhered 
to. and never contemplated their withdrawal;

harmony of the two nations. 
It is known that 
the supplemental article to the Treaty of Wash­ 
ington was propose*! in order to relieve the two 
nation* from their antagonistic positions; but 
while the parti**? have been in correspondence 
reg*fling the amended phraseology of the ar­ 
ticle, and w re discussing the subject of post- 
ponenent of proceeding* until next se-sion of 
congress, the tribunal itself has some to a 
decision which render* further controveriy on 
the*e |taints unnecessary, aiel in fact has set­ 
tled lh** question in u manner satisfactory to 
our government.

Hie Stench about 
Hie building was horrible, and the cats and 
dogs had been feasting on the corpse.
